Y professors call Dole tax plan a ploy,

Some BYU professors see presiden- 
tial hopeful Bob Dole’s economic pol- 
icy of major tax cuts more as a politi- 
cal ploy than sensible economic poli- 
cy. 

Economics Professor C. Arden Pope 
said, “It’s the political season. Instead 
of “Read my lips. No new taxes,’ it 
has been one upped with “Read my 
lips. Fifteen percent less taxes.’ “ 

Pope, along with other BYU profes- 
sors, believes that even if Dole is 
elected, it is unlikely that he would be 
able to enact the proposed reduction 
in taxes. : 

Dole’s tax plan includes a 15 per- 
cent cut in income taxes and a $500 
per child tax credit, as well as capital 
gains taxes cut in half. Dole also pro- 
poses major spending cuts and sav- 
ings from the budget. 

“My sense is that this is an effort on 
the part of Dole to attract attention to 
himself,” said Richard Davis, associ- 
ate professor of political science. 
“People like the idea of tax cuts. He 
hopes that it will be a dramatic move 
that will give his campaign a boost 
just before the convention and that he 
will bounce up in the polls because of 
this popular proposal. I think it will 
likely spur interest in what is going to 
happen at the convention.” 

Davis said Dole has been far more 
concerned with deficit reduction and 
has seen tax cuts as a short-term pop- 
ular tool that could ruin the country’s 
economy.

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Wind-fed fires attract crowds 


Growing blazes 
give headaches 
to weary crews

SALT LAKE CITY — Firefighters 
in Utah on Tuesday were hampered 
by two things as they attempted to get 
the upper hand on fires that have 
raged across nearly 130,000 acres of 
rangeland — erratic weather and rub- 
berneckers. 

Two major fires had already charred 
nearly 107,000 acres and at least eight 
others were burning, all in the sparse- 
ly-populated west and west-central 
plains and mountains. The 100,000- 
acre Leamington Complex, the 
biggest fire in the country, was raging 
in quick-burning grass, sage, pinyon 
and oak 85 miles southwest of Salt 
Lake City. 

The lightning-caused fire downed 
more than 80 power lines in the area 
and was threatening gas lines. The 
National Interagency Fire Center on 
Tuesday reported “explosive fire 
behavior” due to low humidity and 
strong, erratic winds. 

A sister blaze, the 6,800-acre 
Adelaide Complex burning another 
80 miles to the south, continued to 
spread in rough, rocky and rat- 
tlesnake-infested terrain. On Monday, 
it sent a monstrous, black anvil- 
shaped plume 25,000 feet into the air, 


him,” Davis said. “I think this is pri- 
marily short-term on his part.” 

Dole’s plan relies on the tax cut 
spurring the economy by providing 
the American public with more 
money to spend on goods and ser- 
vices. That will create a more active 
and stronger economy, according to 
Dole and his advisers. 

Economics professor Kim Balls 
believes that although the plan might 
work in the short run, in the long run 
it is not good policy. 

“It may work in the short run 
because fiscal policy sometimes has a 
more immediate impact than mone- 
tary policy,” Balls said. “In the long 
run it is going to raise interest rates. It 
destroys the investment incentives 
that foster long term growth.” 

“There may be some growth that is 
stimulated by the tax cut, and as a 
result there may be revenues that 
come in that will partially offset the 
tax cut but it won’t totally offset the 
tax cut. It will only offset it by a small 
amount,” Pope said. 

As well as being skeptical of the 
impact the economic growth wiil have 
on the national deficit, critics of the 
tax policy are also concerned about 
the cuts in spending that Dole sug- 
gests. 

In the plan, Dole says he won’t cut 
Medicare, Social Security or military 
spending while promising that he can 
still balance the federal budget by 
2002. 

The skeptics argue that a reduction 
in revenues of the federal government 
without changing expenditures will 
increase the deficit.

Dole dodges abortion ‘floor

SAN DIEGO — Masking his anger 
at an embarrassing defeat, Bob Dole 
appealed for party unity Tuesday as 
several moderate GOP governors 
raised the prospect of a divisive fight 
over abortion at next week’s 
Republican convention. 

“If there is a floor fight, New Jersey 
will be there,” vowed Gov. Christie 
Whitman. 

Dole, rebuffed Monday in his effort 
to make the platform more acceptable 
to abortion rights supporters, was 
making a last-ditch attempt to avoid a 
convention floor battle. 

In the meantime, he tried to change 
the subject to tax cuts, suggesting his 
new economic plan would expose 
President Clinton as a tax-and-spend 
liberal. 

“How can anyone believe Bill 
Clinton when it comes to taxes?” 
Dole said in a satellite address from 
Washington. “After all, he ran for 
president promising middle-class tax

“It’s a big attraction, and it’s starting 
to be a problem,” said fire information 
officer Wally Shiverdecker.

ROTC breeds scholars and leaders

The commercials say it’s possible to 
“be all that you can be,” and for one 
captain in BYU’s Reserve Officers 
Training Corps, that process takes a 
short-cut — straight through a college 
ROTC program. 

Capt. Michael Current of the BYU 
Army ROTC listed benefits the ROTC 
has for students wanting to get the 
most out of their college education, 
not the least of which were leadership 
skills and help for freshmen making 
the transition into college from high 
school. 

“You don’t get into BYU by being a 
dud, but a lot of these students don’t 
know what kind of leadership capabil- 
ities they have,” Current said. 

The Army ROTC program requires 
no commitments of staying with the 
program or serving in the military. 
Classes focus on improving study 
skills. 

Older students in the program teach 
time management, stress management 
and social skills. Tutoring groups for 
freshmen are also available, Current 
said. 

Air Force regulations require that 
there be no more than two hours of 
outside classwork. 

Both programs require a minimum 
GPA of 2.5 to enter. 

According to an Army ROTC 
recruiting pamphlet, some companies, 
including ITT, recruit directly from 
the military. 

Business recruiters often come look- 
ing for people who would work well 
in middle management, Current said. 

Approximately half of all Air Force 
ROTC cadets are on scholarship. 
Requirements for applying for an Air 
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Force scholarship are roughly compa- 
rable to those of a BYU academic 
half-tuition scholarship for incoming 
freshmen. 

Candidates need to have a high 
school GPA of at least 3.7, with an 
ACT score of at least 26. 

Current estimated that 30 to 40 per- 
cent of Army ROTC students are on 
scholarship.

Ican tell you exactly what I was doing 
when I heard about the bomb going off at 
the Olympics — probably because it was 
only a week ago. 

I was out of town on a job interview. I 
had come in from a movie and turned on 
CNN in my hotel room; the event was kind 
of hard to miss after that. I have to admit, 
shamefully, that my biggest concern 
wasn’t the bombing itself; I was more wor- 
ried about the political posturing that was 
sure to follow. 

I was right (who wouldn’t be). Every pol 
or, wanna-be pol has thrown in his or her 
.two-cents worth (that’s inflation). 

Yesterday, President Clinton signed a law 

that would impose sanctions on foreign 

companies that do busi- 
ness with Iran or Libya. 

Newt showed up on 

every channel Sunday 

morning to bark about 
terrorist training 
camps. On the local 
scene, Congressional] 
hopeful Chris Cannon 
burned the fax lines 
with. a release about 
how. he (Cannon) coura- 
-geously demanded that 
Bill: Clinton take action against terrorism 

(fm sure Bill lost sleep that night). 

Americans lately have had to deal with 
what the rest oi the world has had to live 
with — terrorism. Old man Webster 
defines terrorism as “the use of force or 
threats to demoralize, intimidate and sub- 
jugate; especially such use as a political 
weapon or policy.” Put more simply: ter- 
rorism scares the hell out of people. 

One writer for The Economist speculated 
that the terrorist designation, can be 
mighty subjective. Hamas members send 
_suicide bombs at Israeli soldiers; Israeli’s 
call it terrorism and Hamas calls it war. 
-Americans usually call the slaughter of 
ciyilians terrorism, but 51 years ago we 
sent over 300,000 Japanese (mostly civil- 
ians).to their deaths as a political weapon. 
We call it war, but many of those victims 
had nothing to do with it. 

The fact is — terrorism in America is not 
ags;new as we might think. We have had 
Presidents assassinated, civil rights lead- 
ers assassinated, outspoken leaders shot 
orjkilled and even lost a Beetle to the bul- 
let. Ask most African-Americans who tried 


to vote in the ‘60s and they can tell you 
plenty about terrorism. We Americans 
tend to only think of terrorism when some 
Arab extremists light off a bomb in New 
York; in fact, our own citizens have terror- 
ized us far greater than any foreigner. 

That is what is lest in the rhetoric. We 
have had three incidents nearly back-to- 
back: the bombing of the barracks in Saudi 
Arabia; the explosion of TWA Flight 800 in 
New York and the pipe bomb at the 
Olympics. These incidents have given 
Americans a rude awakening to their vul- 
nerability. 

But are we a little too quick to cry terror- 
ism and get the legislation rolling? All the 
domestic terrorism laws in the world 
would not have pre- 
vented the bombing in 
Saudi Arabia; 
Hizbollah or any other 
established terrorist 
group still has not 
| claimed any responsi- 
, bility. On TWA Flight 

800, the investigators 
are still uncertain what 
exactly caused the 
explosion. It is mighty 
difficult to codify pre- 
ventive measures around events where we 
are still in the dark. 

As for the bombing at the Olympics, it 
may very well have been a sick prank 
rather than a political vendetta. You cer- 
tainly don’t have to be a terrorist to make 
a pipe bomb; half the guys I grew up with 
were making them for fun (one blew off 
half of his fingers for his troubles). 

The Olympics were a good example of 
how to best deal with these incidents. 
While the press and the pols were bawling 
and politicking, the games went on. The 
athletes, some of them by experience, 
knew that what terrorists want is reaction 
and controversy. The rest of the world has 
learned this by sad experience, but 
Americans could try to stop erying victim a 
little. 

Raking foreign companies over the coals 
is going to do little to prevent further ter- 
rorist acts like that perpetrated in Saudi 
Arabia. It won’t do squat to prevent 
domestic terrorism. 

Reactionary lawmaking and voting is 
exactly what a terrorist hopes to achieve. 
Just ask the Israelis.

Food prices increase as weather kills crops 


June and early August on bread, pasta 
and meat. 

These increases come on top of a 
surge over the past year. 

But the survey also found stores 
putting meat, cereal and bread on 
sale, in the expectation of making up 
the discounts from other items. 

“Tt seems like everything you buy is 
too high, but I usually go ahead and 
buy it anyway,” said Ann Thoren, who 
shops at Aldi Foods in Des Moines, 
Towa. 

The government and many econo- 
mists are warning that food prices 
will continue to rise next year. 

The failure of the winter wheat crop 
in parts of the Midwest is expected to 
push prices for bread and pasta higher 
— as much as 8 percent, according to 
some estimates. 

Consumers are coping with the 
increases by adjusting their shopping 
lists. 

“T always look at the ads before I go 
to the store,” said Celeste Nip, a shop- 
per in Honolulu. “I find out what is on 
sale and tune my menu to what’s on 
sale. If chicken ison sale, Ill cook 
chicken.” 

In South Portland, Maine, Theresa 
Kent said she’s been buying more 
store-brand items. 

So far prices for bread seem to be 
rising slightly. 

A loaf of Wonder bread that cost 
$1.59 in two Columbus, Ohio, stores 
in late June now goes for $1.65. At 
Shaw’s in Portland, Maine, bread was 
up 10 cents to $1:39. At a Dallas Tom 
Thumb store, Wonder rose 20 cents to 
$1.49. 

Meat and poultry prices also showed 
signs of rising, although supermarkets 
are continually putting a variety of 
cuts on sale, as they traditionally do. 

In Kansas City, Mo., Marsh’s 
SunFresh store charged $1.99 a pound 
for Tyson split chicken breasts, up 20 
cents from late June. 

For the time being, a shopper’s over- 
all food bill may not rise that much, 
said Paul Bernish, a spokesman for 
Kroger Co., one of the nation’s 
biggest supermarket chains. 

Bernish noted that coffee prices, 
which shot higher last year because 
Brazil’s crop was reduced by about 
half, have come back down, and com- 
panies like Kimberly-Clark Corp. and 
Procter & Gamble Co. have cut prices 
on items like toilet paper. 

In recent months, Kellogg, Post, 
General Mills and Quaker Oats all cut 
prices to increase their market share.
